Tue Conservative Banquet held at Liverpool on 
Saturday evening was no ordinary event. It stands 
out prominently above all the political meetings of 
the year, as respects the position of the speakers, the 
vast importance of the questions discussed, and the 
great city in which it was held. In one of the largest 
and most magnificent rooms of Europe, and before 
an audience unrivalled for commercial enterprise, 
the entire Cabinet of Lord Derby, it may be said, 
appeared triumphant, though deprived of office. The 
principles they had upheld had prospered, the views 
they advocated have been proved by the march of 
events to have been correct, and alone correct. The 
fictitious majority of thirteen, by which Lord Derby 
was unseated, has vanished like the figures of a dis- 
solving diorama. Out of the immediate family 
of the Oliver Cromwell of Reform came the 
most unscrupulous of corruptionists, and those 
who appreciated Mr. Bright's oratory wondered 
why it had not been used, or, if used, why it had 
not been successful in preventing the most open and 
flagitious bribery on the part of his own connexions. 
‘The clouds which had for a moment been scattered 
by the battle of Solferino, have been gradually thick- 
ening, and no one can tell what deed or word may 
serve asa conductor to draw down the lightning. 
[In Africa, in Egypt, in China, in Italy, in America, 
there are troubles brewing. We have received a 
warring from France, and are told our hour of 
trial approaches. When all other parties are si- 
lenced, and the Ministry seem to be paralysed in 
uncertainty and alarm, it was well te show the 
world that in England there still existed, in strength 
and vitality, a party numerically superior to any 
other party in the State, and beyond cemparison 
superior in wealth, consistency, honesty, and ability. 
Nor was it without reason that the banquet was 
held at Liverpool. _ That city is the true metropolis 


ping from every port in the world. Her stores are a 
city in themselves; and though the wealth of the 
district and its intelligence are mainly vested in the 
Conservative party, Whig-Radicalism had until lately 
so strong a hold upon the representation that the 
county itself was made the subject of a Manchester 
bargain. ‘The Conservatives of South Lancashire 
won the proudest victory of the late election, and it 
was on the field of that victory Lord Derby and his 
Cabinet were triumphantly weleomed as “ the bodily 
impersonation of Conservative principles.” 

All the leaders of the late Cabinet were present 

Lord Malmesbury again held, as it were, his office of 
Foreign Secretary, and as such assured us that the 
wishes and policy of Louis Napoleon would ever tend 
to a close alliance with England; and advocated 
a political, as well as geographical iso- 
lation, on the part of England, from foreign 
politics. Mr. Disraeli enlarged upon the benefits of 
party, and its advantages to every class in the nation: 
Lord Eglinton, while describing the vast improve- 
ment which had taken place in Ireland, lamented that 

one plague-spot still existed in the Ribbon conspiracy; 

Sir John Pakington narrated the vast increase wh ich 
had taken place in the navy under his management ; 

while Lord Stanley discussed the affairs of India | 
and showed how the political existence of England 
was bound up with the maintenance of our empire 
there. But the speech to which most importance 
was naturally attached was that of the late Prime 

Minister. 


Lord Derby declared th at his principles, and those 
of his great party, were those of Conservatism, “ not 
“ that Conservatism which would obstruct all usefu 

“change, but that Conservatism which is the bes; 
“ protector of steady and gradual improvement, but 
“ which will not be led away, by the noisy demonstra- 
“ tions of bluster and clamour, to concede rights to large 
“ bodies of men for the purpose of obtaining tem porary 
“ popularity, when in our hearts we believe that such 
“concessions would be the worst injury tothec lasses in 
“question.” Alluding to the great victory won at the late 
election, Lord Derby considered its great merit to consist 
in the fact, that the Conservatives hadthus shown their 
inherent strength, and the root which Conservative 
principles have in the hearts of the constituency. 
Tracing the history of the Conservative party from 

the moment when that party was shattered, in 1845 

by the course taken by Sir Robert Peel, he showed 

hew its strength and union had increased during the 

last fourteen years, and pointed out that the fature 
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with shame, or whether they see clearly that no 
measure can be proposed while the aspect of affairs is 
so threatening, it iscertain that the Reform question 
has been cushioned by the Reform party. 
As to the question itself, Lord Derby declared that 
any Reform Bill coming from the present Govern- 
ment would be met by no such factious opposition as 
thwarted his, while he warned the Government not 
to be led away by clamour to introduce a measure 
which would lead to an extension of that system of 
corruption which is the bane of our electoral system: 
Lord Derby concluded a speech unrivalled for bril- 
liancy and power by once again formally denying 
that he had ever entered into an alliance with the 
Roman Catholic party to obtain their support, by 
making concessions dangerous to the Pro- 
testant interests of the country, or that he 
had signed any stipulations, respecting the 
Reform Bill, upon the faith of which he was to ob- 
tain the votes of certain Liberal members. Ata 
later hour of the evening Lord Derby stated the 
true circumstances connected with the “ evictions at 
Doon.” which have so long furnished the Radical 
press with a fictitious theme for vituperation. 

So many important subjects were discussed by 
the chief Conservative leaders that we cannot to- 
day dwell upon them separately. We refer our 
readers to the ample and excellent report transmit- 
ted by the British and Irish Magnetic Company. 
The report is a marvel of telegraphic power. 
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The Times on the Wreck of the Royal Charter :-— 


The wreck of the Royal Charter, as far as the mere 
destruction of human life is concerned, is equal to the 
loss in a considerable battle. In a few minutes of time 
459 persons were swept away from life to death. It 
would scarcely have been supposed that the gale which 
has been roaring around the coasts of these islands for 
the last few days would blow itself out without inflicting 
serious losses upon our seamen and ship owners. Still, 
all experience had lead us to the belief that the weight 
of the calamity would have fallen upon the smaller craft 
engaged in the coasting trade, and upon the less impor- 
tant class of vessels which are generally under- 
manned, or defective in some portions of their 
appointments. The other day we published 
an analysis oof our wreck returns for 
one year. The result of the calculations given was, that 
in the enormous majority of cases it is the smaller ships 
which perish ; the large ones survive. It is only once 
and again in the course of years that we have to record 
os dire acalamity as the loss of the Royal Charter. 
From all parts of our coast we have received intelligence 
of lesser calamities. Even in the Pool 60 vessels have 
been more or less injured. Off the Kentish coast two 
ships have been totally wrecked. In the case of one of 
them—the Abbey, of Poole—all the crew werelost. We 
grieve to add that it is the opinion of persons present 
during the occurrence of the calamity, and competent to 
offer an opinion on such a matter, that the loss of life 
might have been averted had not certain persons refused 
the use of their horses to convey the Margate lifeboat 
overland to Kingsgate. We also notice in the account 
sent us from the spot that most of the men who should 
ritoki@Mved; and incapable of renaoMhg Map Medhial as, 
sistance, and at the same time threatened to throw over- 
board the Coastguardmen if they attempted to enter the 
lifeboat.” We give prominence to this incident in the 
hope that this notice of it may lead to an investi- 
gation in the proper quarter. Both wrecks are 
now lying within a short distance of the cliff 
In honourable contrast to this wretched story 
we may mention that at Christchurch thirteen per- 
sons, the crew of a wrecked vessel, were safely landed by 
the life apparatus of Captain Manby, worked by the 
coastguard. It was blowing a full gale at the time. 
We cannot here attempt to give any idea of the amount 
of loss inflicted by the gale around our coasts. Several 
columns of this journal yesterday and the day before 
were filled with notices of these disasters, although in no 
case, save one, did we attempt to give more than the bare 
outline—in most cases merely the names of the ships 
which had been cast ashore, and had suffered more or less 
injury. 

This case, however, is too remarkable to be dismissed 
with a cursory notice, or with an expression of ordinary 
regret. The Royal Charter was built about four years 
ago ; she was 2,719 tons register and 200 horse-power. 
Her owners were Messrs. Gibb, Bright, and Co., of Li- 
verpool. She was an iron vessel, worked by a screw. 
On the 26th of August last she sailed from Melbourne, 
having on board 388 passengers, and a crew, inciuding 
officers, of 112 persons. She accomplished her passage 
in two months as near as may be. On Monday morning 
she passsed Queenstown, and 13 of the 
passengers landed in a pilot-boat. The next 
day the Royal Charter took on board from a steam- 
tug eleven riggers who had been assisting in working a 
ship to Cardiff. Thus, at the time of the calamity, there 
were on board 498 persons, and of these only 39 were 
saved. The ship, as we are informed, had on board but 
a small cargo, mainly of wool and skins. A more im- 
portant item of her freight was gold and specie, which 
at the lowest estimate is put at 500,000]. On Tuesday 
evening there was blowing from the E.N.E. a violent 
gale, which fell with full force on the ill-fated ship. 
She arrived off Point Lynas at 6 o’clock in the evening 
of Tuesday, and for several hours Captain Taylor 
continued throwing up signal rockets, in the hope 
of attracting the attention of a pilot. None made 
his appearance. The gale increased in violence ; 
the ship was making leeway, and drifting gradually to- 
wards the beach. It was pitch dark; no help was at 
hand. The captain let go both anchors, but the gale 
had now increased to a hurricane, and had lashed the 
sea up to madness. The chains parted, and, notwith- 
stanning that the engines were worked at their full 
power, the Royal Charter continued to drift towards 
the shore. At 3 a.m. she struck the rocks in four 
fathoms of water. The

What France thought of England has been 
so excellently expressed in almost every French paper, 
and so confidently, though politely, implied in the lan- 
guave and demeanour of every French gentleman, that it 
would be almost superfiuo:'s to repeat it here. It may, 
however, be summed up in the opinion that only by the 
merest mischance had wen cere! ever ange = most 
ifling advantage over France,either in war, or diplomacy, 
os he Mhara arts and sciences. Had Caliban, through 
some brutality or some unlucky fault of a spell, become 
master of the island, and Prospero, Miranda, and 
Ariel all been driven into a corner, that would have ex- 
pressed very nearly to the French mind the moral and 
politieal position of the two countries. A F renchwoman 
and an Englishwoman had much the same relative 
opinions one of another. The former was, of course, 
always mincing, conceited, forward, self-conscious, 
superficial, and a good deal more; the latter always 
stupid, vulgar, tawdry, clumsy, ill-dressed, un- 
graceful, with nothing but a tolerably strong frame, 
a robust figure, and rude sense, to recommend her. 
Such was the mutual impression of two races that lived 
in sight of one another, that had many elements in 
common, and, though many of these prejudices are 
wearing away, still the national differences upon whieh 
they were founded must be real and important. They 
are not to be slurred over. It is vain to expect that 
Englishmen and Frenchmen will ever act or think 
alike. It is idle to say that a Frenchman ought to take 
what we may happen to think the most sensible course.

— To the 
one he presents himself as one of her own Victories.

She seems to have forsaken all else, as if 
to concentrate her powers on this one pursuit. Her 
aristocracy has become an obsolete remnant and rural 
superstition - her land suffers endless subdivision ; her 
manufacturs are protected in vain; her commerce always 
flags ; her colonies are gone ; her very liberties are 
comprehended in the fact that she once freely elected her 
Emperor ;—what, then, is left but glory ? To cross the 
Alps, to spend the blood of myriads, and create a confu- 
sion which all the earth may never set right, is but 
a cheap price for one wreath of the sacred tree. 5o were 
heroes, so were emperors adorned ; so lay they on their lofty 
pyres or in their sepulchral chambers; so sit they in 
Elysium te receive the homage of kindred souls! All 
else perishes ; glory survives. Reason itself cannot 
wrest immortality from the hero so long as the world 
rolls on its axis. So persuades the great Tempter, and 
France will always lend a willing ear to the strain that 
has so often been her only solace for innumerable sor- 
rows. But let France bethink herself. ga is ES

What Lord Brougham said at Edinburgh is said daily 
by those who have no other thought. But the fact means 
more than that. It warns us that the ambition of our 
noble and generous neighbour, costly as it is to herself, 
is also dangerous to all round her. She knows her own 
feelings, but she knows not how soon those feelings may 
be too strong for her. Once in his life. it is said, every 
man is carried away by the deepest sentiment of his 
heart; hidden though it be from all human eye. We 
know the deepest sentiment of the nation which has just 
lavished her blood and treasure on the plains of Italy, 
without even the thanks of Italy forher pains. It warns 
us to take heed lest we do any wrong or slight to so 
high-minded a people; but it warns us also to beware.

On Saturday evening, Sir William and Lady Don made 
their last , “grin in this theatre for the present season, 
and Lady Don took her benefit. ‘The house was a brilliant 
and crowded one, nearly every seat in the boxes and pit 
being occupied at an early hour. His Excellency the LordLieu- 
tenant, accom panied by the Ladies Lascelles, ( 'aptain Fuller. 
Captain Williams, and Mr. Hatchell, Private Secretary, arri- 
ved at eight o'clock, and remaine! until eleven. His Ex- 
cellency was warmly applauded on his entering the theatre. 
rhe entertainment was varied and attractive. consisting 
of “Used Up,” “The Rough Diamond.” and the very 
humorous farces of “The Good For Nothing.” and 
“The Laughing Hyenna. In the first of these pieces Sir 
William Don effectively sustained the character of 
Sir Charles Coldtream in his several guise-, and 
especially in that of the Pioughboy. His acting in the 
rencontre with Jronbrace, the blacksmith (Mr. Charles Vin- 
cent), and with the frustrated executors of his will, was excel- 
lent, and afforded much amusement. In this piece the charac- 
ter of Mary was represented by Lady Don, with her usual 
winning tact and ability, and in which she fully displayed 
her histrionic and vocal powers. During a part of this perfor- 
mance, she sang the well-known melody of the “ Meeting of 
the Waters” so sweetly and so charmingly, that she was re~ 
uired to repeat it. It was in the second piece, however, “ The 

ough Diamond,” that the abilities of these two favourite 
actors were particularly tested and exhibited. Lady Don, 
as the gay, arch, wild, unsophisticated, and uneducated 
country girl, introduced by the accident of marriage into a 
sphere of lifefor which she was totally unsuited, notwith- 
standing her natural good qualities, executed her role with 
the happiest effect: while Sir William Don, in the character 
of the rustic Cousin Joe, kept the house in the merriest 
mood, not only by the drollery of his acting, but by his 
extremely comical, appearance, which was mainly pro- 
duced by the fantastic habiliments assumed for the 
occasion. In this piece Lady Don sang the “ MacGregor s 
Gathering” with great taste and vigour, though it might be 
observed that this song is not suited to any female voice.

FROM THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON 


The Paris correspondent of the Times has received 
from Italy, acopy of a letter, written by the Emperor, 
on the 20th, and guarantees its authenticity. The 
Emperor writes fo the King to settle with him the 
course which ought to be followed for the future 
The circumstances he says are grave, and it is requisite. 
to lay aside idle allusions. The Emperor observes that 
the question is not whether he has done 
well or ill at Villafranca, but rather to obtain 
from the treaty results the most favourable for 
the pacification of Italy and the repose of Europe. The 
point was to reconcile a multitude of interests it was 
necessary to conclude a treaty that should secure, in 
the best manner possible, the independence 
of Italy, which should satisfy Piedmont, and 
which should not wound the Catholic settlements, 
or the rights of the Sovereign, in which Europe felt an 
interest. The Emperor then gives in detail his views as 
to the mode in which his objects may be best ac- 
complished; and adds: it is the real interest of your 
Majesty as to the Peninsular, to second me in the de- 
velopement of this plan, in order to gain the best 
results; for your Majesty cannot forget that I 
am bound by the treaty, and I cannot, in the 
Congress which is about to open, withdraw my- 
self from my engagements, the part of France is 
placed beforehand. The plan itself is already known. 
The Emperor demands that the Duchies vf Parma shall 
be called to Modena. Parma is to be united to Pied- 
mont. Tuscany augmented, perhaps, by a portion of 
territory, shall be restored to the Grand Duke Fer- 


ndinand and a system of moderate liberty shall 
be adopted in all states of Italy. The Emperor traces 


the plan of an Italian confederation, and the Pepe, us its 
honorary president.

Lord Derby and the principal guests arrived at the 
hall at half-past five o'clock, being received by the chair. 
man and members of the Banquet Committee. They 
were conducted to the principal saloon of the hall, when 
the following address, which was signed by 7,090 of 
the Conservatives of Liverpool on the occasion of his 
lordship’s retirement from office, was presented to Lord 
Derby. The following is the address, of which two 
beautifully illustrated copies were presented to his lord- 
ship, one being placed in a magnificent ornamental 
casket, manufactured by Elkington & Co., and the other 
with the signatures attached, in a pedestal, to support 
the casket :— 

“TO THE RIGHT HON. THE EARL OF DERBY, K.G. &c.”’ 

“We, the undersigned imhabitants of the Borough of 
Liverpool, desire to approach your lordship with pro- 
found sentiments of respect and gratitude for the servi- 
ces you have so loyally rendered to the Crown and 
country during a period of unexampled difficulty , and 
to congratulate your lordship on the distinguished honour 
with which her Majesty, by investing you with the 
Order of the Garter, has this day graced rour retire- 
ment from office. The crisis at which your lordship was 
called upon to assume the duties of the Premiership, 
was one of deep anxiety. There was then. both in 
France and England, a feeling of irritated nationality 
which threatened to sever the friendship necessary to 
their mutual prosperity. The slightest error in diplo- 
macy might have kindled among noble and  gene- 
rous allies the feuds and enmities of ancient davs. 
Your firmness and prudence were ! 
to the occasion. By your wise 
jealous susceptibilities of both 
honourably satisfied. The despatches on foreign 
affairs, recently published, prove the earnest 
and wise endeavours of your Government to maintain 
the peace of the world, while they show how sincere 
were your efforts to promote real freedom in Italy. We re- 
cognise in these despatches, not only the greatest talent, 
but a firm and dignified spirit,Jand a sound English 
feeling. Your country gratefully acknowledges that 
at this trying period, when great nations have been 
stirred by passions which threatened the peace of 
the whole world, your Government has avoided 
all entangling alliances; has maintained the 
strictest neutrality ; and has placed the defences 
of England on the basis of powerful security. 
History will regard your administration as a bright page 
in our country’s annals, for therein is written, India 
pacified ; our army victorious; our navy unprecedentedly 
powerful. The difficulties of your position were 
increased by the necessity of acting with an adverse 
House of Commons; and thus many of your legislative 
measures, though based on justice, and calculated to 
meet the wants of the country, were met by opposing 
majorities. Itis painful to reflect that party spirit over- 
rules every motive of action among nnpatriotic legis- 
lators, and that from the subdivision of politieal parties, 
the Queen’s Governmeat is dependent forthe success 
of measures on the caprices of small intriguing 
and restless sections, themselves irresponsible, and, there- 
fore, indifferent to consequences. By a combination of 
these sections, the country has been deprived of your 
lordship’s services, but happily not before our measures 
had proved the policy of your Government, to have been 
based on Constitutional progress and the advancement 
of material prosperity.” 

Mr. Shand presented the address. 

Lord Derby, in responding, said he received the ad- 
dress with the liveliest sentiments of gratitude, and 
thanked them most cordially for their approval of that 
policy which, in concert with his colleagues, he felt it 
his duty to pursue during the short period of their 
ministry. He thanked them for their congratulations 
upon that mark of distinction by which it pleased his 
gracious Mistress and Sovereign to attest her gracious 
approval and acceptance of the imperfect services he 
was able to render to the Crown and country. Having 
disclaimed all personal Credit attaching to his conduct 
in office, and eulogised the other members of the 
Cabinet, his lordship said the suppression of 
the mutiny in India was due to the va- 
lour and heroism of our troops, and the skill and 
energy of our commanders, and the only matter for 
which he could claim any credit, in concurrence with 
the then Secretary of State for India, was for uniting 
in recommending to the Cabinet, by whom it was at once 
and unanimously ‘adopted, a generous and humane sys- 
tem to crown by a general and almost universal] am- 
nesty the success gained by our victorious army. 
He concurred entirely in the view which the ad- 
dress took of the unfortunate state of parties in 
the House of Commons at present, and of the 
mischief which must arise to the country if 
no party had such a predominating majority as to be 
able to carry on, uninterruptedly, the business of the 
country. It was a serious injury to public interests, 
and to the interests of the Crown, if every party were 
so weak as that, though numerically the strongest in the 
House, it was liable at any time to be overdrawn by the 
combination of other and imperious sections. It was 
to the Conservatives ot England that they must look to 
remedy this state ot affairs, and to maintain the predo- 
minance of that Conservative principle which he be- 
lieved to be essential to the best interests of the country. 


(Cheers. ) 
The usual loyal toasts, and that “of The Bishops and 
having ‘hoes duly honoured, the next toast 
the “A and Navy.” 
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none could turn towards him without feelings of the 
highest respect and gratitude for the skill and success 

h which he exercised his great and arduous duties. 
The spirit which crushed all generous sentiments 
might ative his lordship from office for a period, yet 
he (the chairman) always found that Lord 
Derby was called to guide the country into 

when difficulties surrounded it. He did not 
know whether he could venture to hope that they 
would again see his lordship at the head of the Govern- 
ment of the country, but if they did he felt as- 
sured his efforts to rule. the country would 
be more powerfully supported than they had ever pre- 
viously been. The toast was received with overwhelming 
enthusiasm. 

Lord Detby—who was received with immense enthu- 
siasm, the whole aégsenthly rising and waving handker- 
chiefs, and cheering with gréat vehemence, said,—Mr. 
Chairman, my lords and gentlemen, words will wholly 
fail, to attempt to express in adequate terms the senti- 
ments of deep gratification, and not wholly unfustiflable 
pride, with which I survey this magnificent assembly, 
and acknowledge the splendid compliment paid to 
me and my late colleagues in office. If there 
can be a cireumstance to heighten the value of 
the compliment paid me, it would be that it is paid in 
the centre of the great commercial metropolis of 
my native country—(loud cheers)—and where 
my publie and private life, from my earliest years, 
has been open;to the criticism of all. You have associated 
with me on this occasion, the great body of my collegues 
in the late government, to whese cordial co-operation I 
owe so much, and with whom I never had a subject of 
difference or controversy—(cheers )—but who havealways 
actedjwith me in that spirit of union which is the best 
security for energetic atid harmonious action. 
My persoval feelings, however, are nothing 
compared with the political importance of this demon- 
stration. 1 believe you receive me here as the bodily 
impersonation of Conservative principles. (Loud cheers). 
You meet to testify and declare your adherence to the 
principles and doctrines of true Conservatism—not the 
Conservatism which would obstruct all useful change, 
but that Conservatismi which is the best protector of 
steady and gradual improvement which, strenuously ad- 
hering to the old machinery of the Constitution, adopts, 
from time to time, the various parts of its mechamam 
to the real requirements and capacities of the age 
—which would give to all orders and degrees of men 
their due weight and authority, which moves the inter- 
ests of the people at large, but will not be led away by 
the noisy demonstrations of bluster and clamour---which 
is not cowed by the voice of menace, or tempted to con- 
cede rights to large bodies of men for the purpose of 
obtaining temporary popularity, wher in our hearts we 
believe that such concessions would be the worst injury 
to the classes in question. (Cheers.) This is the Con- 
servatism which I have ever professed and endeavoured 
to carry out, and you are here to-day to declare, not only 
your devotion to these principles, but that you will 
shake off all apathy, by sober, steady, and united 
action, and revoke that spirit which has been too long 
latent in this country. (Loud cheers). You have in 
this country achieved a great victory —(renewed cheers) 
—but its great merit is-not the acquisition to the 
house of my two noble friends, the Ilon. Mr. Egerton 
and Mr. Legh; but | that you have shewn your own 
inherent strength, and the root which your principles 
have in the hearts of the constituency. (Great cheer- 
ing.) Having advised his supporters to look 
well to the register, and informing them that 
in the present rpgistration they had obtained 
an advance which rendered future success 
certain, the noble earl/alluded to Mr. Brown, late M P, 
and Mr. Ewart and, while expressing the greatest esteem 
and regard for the liberality of the one, and the business 
qualifications of the other, he declared that their political 
opinions were not those of the constituency at large, 
and advised the country constituency by all means 
to retain their two Conservative members, and the 
town constituency to obtain two. (Loud applause.) 
He had atched with the deepest anxiety and 
gratification, the gradually increasing strength anil 
unity of the Conservative party, during the 
past fourteen years. He wished to speak in 
terms of the highest respect of the late Sir R. bed; but 
he declared that the course taken by Sir R. Peel at 
the close of '45 entirely, for the moment, shattered the 
Conservative party. When Lord J. Russell failed to 
form a Government, he (Lord Derby) wrote, confiden- 
tially, to the late Duke of Wellington, a warm and cor- 
dial admirer of Sir Robert, to consult him as tothe posi- 
tion of the Conservative party, and the best means of 
restoring that unity which had been so lamentably dis- 
severed. In replying, the Duke intimated his concur- 
rence with the opinion that the alienation of the Conser- 
vative party from Sir R. Pecl was not merely tem- 
porary, but that it was impossible that Sir 
Robert could ever again place himself at their 
head with a prospect of success, and the Duke ex- 
ported him (Lord Derby), as a matter of duty to his so- 
vercign and country, to assume at once the leadership of 
the party, and not to be discouraged from the yt 
to form au Administration by any but insuperable diffi- 
culties. For fourteen years he had endeavoured to act 
in the spirit of that wise and patriotic advice—( loud 
cheers)—and he had been re wardedjby seeing the Conser- 
vative party, not only increase in Parliamentary strength 
and union, but root itself in the feelings and hearts 
of the country, until it was, at this moment, at the lead 
ofa Parliamentary majority—an advantage which was 
doubled by the fact that it was the majority of an united 
party. (Great applause). They might ask what use he de- 
sired to make of this gradually increasing Parliamentary 
strength, and of this majority in the [louse of Commons. 
He had mo desire for the immediate overthrow of the 
present Administration, for there were considerations of 
public advantage fur higher than the mere advantage of 
party. Attachment to the Sovereign, the maintenance 
of our national strength in the eyes of foreign countries, 
the strength an! respect due to Parliament—all 
militated against a succession of ephemeral Govern- 
ments, acquiring office by a bare majority, and 
liable at any moment to be displaced by the caprice of 
some half dozen votes in the House of Commons. The 
Crown and the country were thus exposed to perpetual 
change of persons and principles ; all steady legislation 
was rendered impossible ; and both for external respest 
and internal power the hands of the (Queen and the in- 
fluence of the Government were paralysed. It could 
not be for the interest of the Conservative party that he 
should be called upon to form a Government, without 
sufficient strength to maintain itself against all attack 
and combinations. (Hear, hear.) What they required 
was, the efforts of the Conservative strength of the 
country to prepare for future events. (boud cheers.) 
The chairman had alluded te the difficulties and 
anxieties which beset him and his colleagues when they 
succeeded to office. He believed that the difficulties of 
the present Government were quite as great. He was 
much mistaken if our foreign relations were upon as 
satisfactory and amicable a footing as they were a few 
months since. There were difficulties too, in regard to the 
Italian question and he hoped the present Government 
would not entangle itself in the negociations of any 
Congress. There were difficulties in China and on the 
eoast of Africa, and we were threatened with difficulties 
in the North Pacific, where our Transatlantic brethren 
were “ trying it on” (laughter)—but there were no diffi- 
culties which could not be surmounted by firmness, good 
temper, and a determination to maintain the rights and 
honour of the country. (Loud cheers.) The Government 
had, on the other hand, great advantages, they presided 
over the destinies of a nation abounding in wealth 
and prosperity, with an active and healthy commerce, 
and a population abundantly employed and generally 
contented. They had the consciousness that within 
the last few months the naval and military resources o 
the country had been greatly improved, and that a mili 
tary ardour had been awaked which would not spare pri- 
vate and personal efforts for the vindication of the 
country’s honour; and they might be assured that while 
the country and Parliament would not readily 
forgive the Minister who should petulantly and 
hastily embroil the country in an unnecessary 
war, the whole weight of public opinion 
and national resources would be brought 
forward in support of the Minister, who, when the honour 
and dignity of the country were threatened, should 
steadily from whatever quarter,J any attack upon 
its honour and its interests.

His lordship then adverted to 
some calummies which had becn issued against the late 
Government, and denied that they had entercd into a 
corrupt alliance with the Roman Catholics, to obtain 
their support, by making concessions dangerous to the 
Protestant interests of the country. He denied, also, 
that he had countersigned a paper containing stipuls 
tions in regard tothe Reform Bill, upon the faith of 
which he was to obtain the votes of certain Liberal 
members. With regard to the great body of Roman 
Catholics of this country, he had for some time perceived 
a growing tendency to alienate themselves 
from the advanced Liberal party, and unite with their 
natural allies, the Conservatives. While contending, 
however, for entire toleration and religious liberty, he 
would not yield to any of the encroachments of the 
Roman Catholics as a political body. ( Loud cheers.) 
In conclusion, he hoped the Conservatives would renew 
their efforts to make the principles which they profess 
predominant in the government of the country. (¢ Pro- 
longed cheering.) 
The Chairman having proposed the toast of “ Lurd 
Malmesbury,” 
His Lordship, in reply, alluded 
state of the foreign relations 
office.

The next toast was “ Lord Chelmsford,” who, in reply, 
offered no remarks of public interest. 
The Chairman, in flattering terms, next propose! 
“Mr. Disraeli,’ who had neyer before appeared in Liver- 
pool. The hon, gentleman's reception Was of the most 
enthusiastic description, the applause awarded him 
being the heartiest of the evening 

Mr. Dieraeli, after defending the financial policy, with 
reference to the ineome tax, said—lf it had not been tor 
our extra armaments, that tax, in spite of the reduction, 
was obligatory at the time when the country was 
recovering from the effects of the commercial panic. Mr. 
Disraeli next alluded to his leadership of the House ot 
Commons during the last ten ycars—a post of honour in- 
volving great responsibility. When he first held that 
post there was in it what he might ca‘l a monvupoly ó 
Liberalism. (Cheers and laughter ) An im 
pression having got abroad, somehow, that only 
one party in the State were capable of con 
ducting the affairs of the nation, tt had been on 
of his political endeavours to destroy this monopoly of 
Liberaliem, and he thought that, in intelligence or public 
spirit, the present House of Commons might fairly 
challenge comparison with that which existed ter 
years ago. Now that the charm was broken, th 
Liberals were always decrying the evils of party; then, 
when in the height of their political influence, they 
were constantly pledging themselves to changes injud.- 
cious and impracticable, and which they sub 
sequently tried their utmost to evade. ‘hie 
state of aflairs acted most imjuriously upon the 
characters of public men and _ political parties, 
who ought todecide on mensures, not by tradi 
tions, Or by making promises seidom fulfilled. ‘The 
right honourable gentleman, at considerable lengtl> 
dwelt upon advantages of party in the govern 
ment of the country, as there was always much for an 
()pposition to control criticise, and regulate, and even, in 
emergencies, to imitate. He thought our Parliamentary 
system of Government, the best guarantee of th 
national liberties, and he could net but believe that the 
warfare of political parties had a most salutary ilu 
ence upon the good government and well-being of the 
country. Without Parliament, or party, a Senate is 
the slave of a Minister, and what must a na- 
tion be in such a case? Varliament had, how- 
ever, still more solemn duties to perform. At 
the present maqment there was a general and great 
anxiety that some foreign potentate or powcr menaced 
the independence of the country. Now, should 
any such power or potentate presume that our 
political differences would serve his ends, he would 
commit @ great error. Should any m of ag- 
gression or violent ambition menace our territory, the 
world would soon see that our beloved Queen rules 
over a devoted people and a united Parliament. (Loud 
and continued cheering. )

Jeon Afri- 
canus says that “it is a city larger than Paris, where 
the king has his palace, which is more sumptnons and 
snore magnificent than any other in the world” At 
the commencement of the seventeenth century Morocco 
had a ulation of 600,000; it now scercely reaches 
90,009. he city was founded in 1073; its walls, 
‘shich attest its former splendour, embrace a circum- 
fence of six miles, and are pierced by eleven 
double gates flanked by towers ; gardens and ruins fill 
up the greater part ofthe ground within the walls. The 
modern city is similar, with regard to its architecture,

THE WRECK OF THE ROYAL CHARTER. 

Some additional incidents of this fearful catastrophe 
are reported in the Liverpool papers. 

Numerous people in Liverpool had relatfvcs on board. 
yr. Charton had a son among the passengers. A son 
of Mr..Walton, of the Theatre Royal, was an assistant 
steward. 

The captain succumbed to a sailor's fate. He was 
seen on deck from nine o’clock, exerting himself to 
make all right, until he was exhausted. Time after 
time was he knecked down by ware and spar, and 
had to hold tq by a rope. He was seen giving orders 
on d¢-«, with a spar lashed to him, so that he might 
'oe prepared to float. He was again seen struggling in 
the water, laying hold of a yard-arm, and it every 
now and then being washed from hisgrip. On recover- 
ing his spar by a determined effort, he on two occasions 
cried out cheerfully,“ There is hope yet.” After this he 
and Mr. Dowie, the second officer, were seen on the lee 
wide of the ship, struggling to reach the shore, when a 
boat fellfrom the davits and struck them both on the 
head, after which they were seen no more. One inci- 
dent is related, that when the captain had been struck 

prostrate on deck, exhausted, he saw the water steal a 
child from its mother’s arms, a Jewess, and dash it 
about the deck. He cried out to the chief officer, Mr. 
Stevens, to give a hand there, and to lash the child by a 
rope, no doubt expecting at that time that help would 
be soon available. Not a superior officer was saved, 
neither a female nor child. 

Walter Hughes, an apprentice on board, whose 
parents reside at No. 1, Toxteth-street, is lying in bed 
at the village of Malvery, near the scene of the dis- 
aster, suffering from severe crushing and bruises, but 
he is not in a hopeless state. His account of his escape 
is of a marvellous character. He was standing on the 
deck amidships, when the vessel suddenly parted;under 
his feet. He was precipitated with the crashing iron- 
work deep into the water, but ascended immediately. 
He was then thrown ashore and secured. In falling, 
the tumbling lumber and machinery struck against 
him, and he felt as if he was being killed. The skin 
was torn off his face and hands by coming in contact 
with the rough mac rocks. He saw just be- 
fore the ship three little children, holding 
each other's hands, screaming. They had fine weather 
until six o'clock on Tuesday evening, and at the time 
she hugged the shore she was trying to get her head to 
windward, but her screw was overpowered by the severe 
gale, and she was drifted ashore stern foremost. Every 


effort was made to get her head to the sea, but the cables 
rted a little before 12 o’clock, and she struck with her 


roadside to the rocks. 

A gentleman who visited Beaumaris on Thursday, 
writes:—‘‘ We saw a number of people busily looking 
among the stones, and when we asked what they were 
looking for they replied ‘ For gold;’ and we were told 
that one man had picked upa bag containing 100 sove- 
reigns, and that altogether £200 or £300 in gold had 
been recovered. The whole of the money found was 
handed over to the Custom House agent, who took the 
names of the finders. I saw a man bringing two sove- 
reigns, and he seemed to part with the money very un- 
willingly. A photographic likeness was picked up b 
a man, who was about to appropriate it to himself 
when he was observed, and he was obliged to hand it 
over to the Custom House agent. The photograph 
was retained for the purpose of identification. There 
were about 20 men employed in taking charge of the 
property that was washed up on the beach. We 
saw many bodies brought up which had been washed 
ashore. Among these were the bodies of two children, 
one of whom, it was said, was supposed to be alive 
when taken out of the water, but upon a man taking 
it into his arms life was found to be extinct. We saun- 
tered about the shore, and picked up what information 
we could, but saw everywhere nothing but distress. | 
got tired, at last, of the heartrending scene, and wanted 
to go away, but being informed that some bodies were 
being brought up from Red Wharf Bay we went in that 
direction. On our way we saw in a field just about 
the shore, the body of a stout able-bodied man, whose 
face was dreadfully bruised.

Among other affecting inci- 
dents of the storm one is mentioned by a gentleman who 
returned from the neighbourhood of Conway on Wednes- 
day night. During that afternoon two little boys—one 
tt and the other nine years of age—lashed to a piece of 
plank or small bit of timber, were washed ashore at 
Conway, both still alive. It appeared that they had 
been thes launched on the stormy waves by their father, 
froma little vessel, on its proving unseaworthy.

THE GREAT EASTERN IN THE GALE. 

The gale of Tuesday night at Holyhead, and the 
anxious time passed byall on board the Great Eastern, is 
very vividly described by the correspondent of the 
Times, The weather had been unsettled for some days, 
and though the morning of Tuesday was calm the 
ominous haze that soon spread over the Welsh moun- 
tains and the falling barometer gave some warning of 
the approaching storm. The fires on board the great 
ship were kept banked up in order that she might be 
ready to steam out to sea if necessary, and Captain 
Harrison remained on deck watching the cables or 
sounding, to see if the vessel dragged as the wind and 
sea rose. 

“At 10 o'clock the rain set in like a second deluge. 
Each gust of wind seemed longer and worse than the 
last, striking down upon the ship, as sailors say, with 
a blow like a hammer, and testing everything in the 
way of masts and rigging to the very utmost they 
could bear. Still, in spite of all, the Great Eastern 
rode steadily and lightly head to wind, and without 
perceptible motion, though a fierce sea was rolling in, 
and we could see by the rapidly moving lights among 
the other shipping far inside the harbour that they 
were dipping heavily and making the worst of their 
bad weather. Everything that could be done uuder 
the circumstances was done, and there was nothing 
for it but to hold on and wish for daylight. This 
latter Captain Harrison did most devoutly, for the 
wind almost equalled the force of a hurricane at 
times, jerking at the masts as if it would snap them 
off at the deck, and making the Great Lastern 
tremble perceptibly throughout her immense length 
and breadth, as if some giant hand was shaking her. 
From this time till between two and three o’clock in 
the morning, the gale increased in violence till the din 
was appalling, and the rain and hail, driving with the 
force of small shot, nade it painful to face it. The 
gusts revelled over the huge expanse of deck till none 
dared stand before them. Well was it for the great 
ship that nothing happened at this time, or her chance 
would have been poor i The air was filled with 
spray, torn from the rugged waves---the darkness was 
impenetrable, while the hoarse roar of the wind 
drowned every other sound save the dull, threatening 
boom of the waves upon the rocks and breakwater, 
the sound of which came up on the gale like peals of 
distant thunder. Between 1 and 2 o'clock Captain 
Harrison went forward, and endeavoured to pierce the 
thick gloom, and see what was going on ah On his 
re Fon the deck his waterproof coat was blown to 
ribbons off him, and he himself at last carried before the 
IE and thrown down, and tumbled along with violence. 

o the roar and scream through the shrouds other and 
more unpleasant sounds were soen added, as the wind 
blew up the saloon skylights, dropping them down with 
a bang and crash of glass that to those below was 
startling in the extreme. Crash after crash the glass 
in these skylights went, one after the other; the rain 
and wind pouring down through the apertures into 
the saloons, and, above all, into the grand 
saloon, to decorate which so much that was really 
needed in the ship has been deferred. It wanted not 
such aids to let in wind and water, for the 
upper wooden deck was leaking at every seam, so that 
on all the sofas, carpets, and tables below was an array 
of vessels of every size and kind which could contain the 
ceaseless drippings from above. At four o’clock a wist- 
ful look-out was kept for the light on the breakwater, 
for it was evident that ifthe gale continued much 
longer the Great Eastern must endeavour to run to sea. 
Two anchors were down, one of 7 tons, with 80 
fathoms chain, on the starboard bow, and one of 3} tons, 
with 60 fathoms, to port. 

“At last, after a most anxious night, the cold dawn 
broke in a thin gay light, with sky and sea mingle! 
in a doubtful haze, till it was hard to say where the 
water ended and the clouds began. Above, all was 
thick and gloomy : below, the water seemed lashed 
to fury, and the waves came hissing and writhing in, 
“ nm their monstrous heads,” and breaking upon the 
rocks like avalanches of snow. At six o'clock there were 
symptoms of the storm breaking, and, as usual, the last 
gusts were the worst, and the situation of the Great 
Kastern was a matter for deep anxiety on the part of 
Captain Harrison and his officers. ‘There was scarcely 
room to steam out, yet it was evident that, if the gale 
continued, it would be impossible for her to remain much 
longer where she was. Inside the breakwater the sea 
ran high, with waves of a deep yellow hue, while the 
ocean without resembled hills of muddy half-thawed 
snow, reflecting their whitish glare upon the clouds 
above, as if the very laws of nature had been re- 
versed, and light came from below. Both wind and 
tide were rising, and as the great billows came 
dashing in upon the massive framework of tim- 
ber, which marked the end of the breakwater, 
| it became a nice calculation which would yield first, the 
timbers or the gale. Wave after wave swept in upon 
the mass of stone and wood, and seemed to explode in a 
cloud of smokelike spray. Yet, still the red light in the 
lighthouse held on, and shone out cheerily above the de- 
sulate and angry scene around. Sorely was it tricd 
minute efter minute,and well must the framework have 
been put together to hold aloof so long the destruction 
which all could see was now inevitable. At last, soon 
afier six o'clock, a monstrous wave came in upon the 
horizon. Nearer and nearer it rolled, a white crest 
tower ing high above the green wall of water as it reared 
up its monstrous bulk, and seemed to gather might for 
one great rush upon the prey. In another second the 
fuaim towered a hundred feet overthe head of the break- 
water, and the red light was seen no more, while the 
ware, broken but not disabled, came tearing on, hurling 
alot, as if in triumph, a black mass of timbers, 
which seemed like rocks among the seething waters, 
Phis was introducing, so to speak, the thin end of the 
wedge, for the work of demolition once commenced went 
rapidly forward, and the massive timbers began to dis- 
appear by a hundred feet and more at a time, melting 
away into the angry sea like a mere fret work of sugar- 
candy.

But for the Great Eastern’s double en- 
gines very little could have been done. The anchor 
which was let go ‘bit’ at once, and as much scope 
was given to the cable as dare be let out when the 
vesscl had driven back so far and the lee shore 
loomed*so close astern. Still, for a time, the position 
continued dangcrous in the extreme, as, in spite 
of both wind and steam, the great ship lay open to the 
sea, rolling dangerously for such a place, and making 
way as if nothing would hold her. At last she brought 
up, though she seemed to make desperate efforts to break 
from the grip of her new holdfast---tugging and rolling 
to her chain as though she would puil up a mountain. 
Fortunately both chains and anchor held fast, as they 
did before in heavy weather at Portland, when two 
screw colliers, each with 200 tons of coal on board, two 
brigs, two dummies, and a large galliot, all hung on to 
the Great Eastern, riding at the same single chain and 
anchor. After one or two more ineffectual efforts to 
break away, her head at last swung round, and she rode 
lightly to the gale as before. In this last struggle some 
of the links of the chain cable were actually dragged 
out one-third longer, and one which passed nearly under 
the sharp bows of the vessel was bent nearly double. 
The cable on the port bow was then hove in, when it was 
found that the shank of the anchor, after bending con- 
siderably, had been torn in half about a foot below 
the crown, showing good anchor and holding ground 
both. 

“From this time (about 12 o'clock) the glass began 
to rise fast, and the worst of the gale was over, though 
it still came down occasionally in wild and heavy gusts, 
rendering every precaution necessary in the way of 
full steam power, for with such a ship and such a 
sea, none knew what might happen. The storm con- 
tinued to decrease in violence, so that in the afternoon 
the Great Eastern again screwed ahead, and dropped a 
second anchor more under the lee of the breakwater, 
and rode secure. Then, and then only, was Captain 
Harrison enabled to leave the deck, and take that rest 
which was so much needed after his labour and long 
anxiety.” 


MR. RAREY’S VISIT. 


The anxiously-expected visit of Mr. Rarey has taken 
place, and, like another great man, he came, he saw, and 
he conquered. To give an orthodox report of Mr. 
Rarey’s lecture of Tuesday, delivered in the Riding 
School of the Barracks, is, in the first place, needless, 
and, in the second, impossible. Consequently we shall 
not attempt it, for everybody knows that Mr. Rarey 's 
mission is to tame horses, and that he fulfils his mission 
in a manner which is marvellous to behold; and it is 
patent to all the world that no mortal reporter could 
spell the extraordinary sounds of endearment used by 
Mr. Rarey in talking to the subjects of his experiments, 
or describe in any known language the strokings, the 
pattings, the ticklings, the toyings, the titillations, and 
the singular flirtings with which he swiadles and seduces 
the animals into being good horses. On Tuesday 
he entered the space provided for his lecture—a space 
merely roped off, the ropes being hung with cloth— 
accompanied by Cruiser, and to judge from the 
applause with which he was received by a crowded 
auditory, Mr. Rarey must be one of the most popular 
men in existence. And then the confidence that is 
felt in him is something wonderful. Why, close to 
the ropes sat young and delicate ladies, who, under 
ordinary circumstances, would have squeezed them- 
selves into passages or doorways if a venerable cow 
were passing along the roadway, but who, on Tues- 
day, sat without a tremor, within six feet of a 
known vicious horse, whose life had been devoted 
to the biting that by the bard is said to constitute 
canine delight, and never even felt the smallest 
sensation of danger, though if Mr. Rarey had ceased, 
like the ancient mariner, to hold his subject by his 
glittering eye,” the ropes would have been instantly 
kicked over, and the black thorough-bred horse, first 
acted upon, would have convinced the audience that 
he was alive and kicking in the most unmistakable 
manner. Mr. Rarey commenced his lecture by exhibit- 
ing his powers over Cruiser, and explaining that all that 
was required to tame a horse was to convince the ani- 
mal that nu harm was intended him, to then gain his 
friendship, and ultimately to give him a plain proof of 
man's superiority. It was really a very pretty sight to 
see Cruiser follow Mr. Rarey like an obedient child, 
conscious of lollipops looming in the future; it was cu- 
rious to observe how he answered to his name, and singu- 
lar to witness the manifestation of affection by the 
horse for his master. ‘The usual experiments, so 
frequently described, having been performed, Cruiser 
was led out, and his place supplied by a beau- 
tiful thorough-bred horse, perfectly jet-black in colour, 
whose fierce snort, erect mane, wild, untameable 
eye, and slanting ears, betokened the vicious and 
stubborn character of the animal. Mr. Rarey fearlessly 
approached it, and whilst the audience were absorbed 
in their attention, he commenced the pattings and 
strokinzs of which it appears the horse is so fond. A 
certain degree of intimacy having been established, the 
caressing was redoubled until the vicious beast abso- 
lutely forgot his nature and followed Mn Rarcy$ round 
the ringto have his ears scratched and tickled. There 
was something perfectly laughable in the whole affair; 
the horse came in like a roaring lien, secking to devour 
everything betore him, and before he bad been in five 
minutes he was mooning about like a sick kitten, intent 
only on getting its back stroked and rubbed. After 
this process had been continued for some 
short time, the strap was applied to his fetlock 
and he was bronght to his knees. Then 
commenced the tug of war. The horse struggled, some- 
times up, sometimes down, sometimes rolling over and 
and over—but no matter in what position, whether up 
or down or rolling, Mr Rarey, like Fate, was at his side 
guiding, soothing, remonstrating, and affording the 
animal the most convincing proof that, thongh he 
might be obdurate, Rarey himself was inexorable. 
The struggle was terrific whilst it lasted—the beast was 
covered with perspiration, and the horse-tamer himself 
gave palpable tokens that it was warin work ; but, after 
about a quarter of an hour’s battle, the horse's 
spirit failed him, he threw himself down, his 
struggles ceased, his energies were exhausted—- 
Mr, Rarey was triumphant—the horse-tamer hath 
his will. iidly and gently was the victory used, As 
the light-haired syren of sixteen fondles with tender 
touch the glossy plumage of her feathered so did 
Rarey, with kind caresses, soothe and calm t 
spirit of the recumbent siced.

MR. DOWLING’S CASE. 

Mr. Abraham John Dowling then came forward to the 
traversers’ bar, indicted that he on the 10th October 
last, at Westmoreland-street, did, by reading and preach- 
ing, collect a noisy crowd of divers persons, and so ob- 
struct the public thoroughfare. 

The Clerk of the Crown, in the usyal form, asked Mr. 
Dowling to plead to the inJictment—whether guilty or 
not guilty. 

Mr. Dowling—In what sense do you ask that question, 
whether as to the fact or law of the case ? 

‘the Chief Baron — In both. Youare charged, Mr. Dow- 
ling, with having obstructed the public thoroughfare, 
and in so doing caused what the law terms a nuisance, 
and what you are asked to plead is, whether you are 
guilty of that offence or not. 

Mr. Dowling—-As to causing a crowd, I am guilty ; 
but, as to illegality, I am not guilty. 

Chief Baron---Then the meaning of what you say 
is, that you are not guilty at all, because if the obstruct- 
ing of the thoroughfare, in point of law, was not illegal, 
then you are not guilty of the offence you are charged 
with. Let it be taken down that he pleads not guilty. 

Mr. Dowling—Then I am not guilty. I am ready for 
my trial, and I hope the court will allow me to speak to 
my own case. 

Chief Baron-—It would be very desirable you had legal 
advice in the matter. 

Mr. Dowling---The Crown Solicitor wanted me to com- 
promise the vase, but I could not do that, as that would 
compromise my principles. I wanted counsel to defend 
my case, both upon the law of God as well as upon the 

law of man, and he said he would not identify himself 
with any religious feeling. , 

Chief Baron---U pon the question of law applied to tlie 
facts, it would be very desirable you had the assistance 
of counsel. If you think you could procure counsel be- 
tween this and Monday, I would adjourn the case. 

Mr. Dowling—As the judges at a former commission 
decided the act was not illegal, consequently I don't 
want to be represented by counsel, as the law is in my 
favour. 

Chief Baron — The judges who are here are not aware 
that it has ever been so decided. 

Mr. Dowling—Mr. Porter, the magistrate, is aware of 
it. Inthe case of the Rev. Mr. Wallace, for preaching 
in the thoroughfare at Kingstown, a case in which Mr. 
Armstrong was gounsel, the judges decided it was not 
illegal to preach on the public thoroughfare. 

Chief Baron—You are not charged with preaching on 
the public thoroughfare, but the offence charged against 
you is causing a crowd to collect on the public thorough- 
fare, and thereby stopping the highway. We are not 
aware of it having been decided that it is not an 
offence, and you should not assume the law does not 
make it such ; therefore it is very desirable you should 
have the assistance of counsel. 

Mr. Dowling—Pecrhaps it is better that the case stand 
on its merits, 

Chief Baron—We must let it stand on the merits 
as well as upon the facts. 

Mr. Dowling—I suppose I will be allowed to chal- 
lenge the jury ? 

Chief Baron--If you show cause for doing so, you can. 
You cannot challenge the jury without showing cause 
for doing so, as the offerce charged against you is a mis- 
demeanour. 

Mr. Dowling—The only objection I would have to any 
juror is whether he would object to the Word of God 
being publicly read and expounded in the streets. 
That is the only objection I would have toa juror, no 
matter whether he were Roman Catholic or Protes- 
tant. 

Chief Baron—If you desire to have a question of that 
kind raised, it would be most desirable to have the as- 
sistance of a legal gentleman. We can only tell you the 
case will be tried on Monday, and we will give you an 
opportunity until then to procure counsel. 

Mr. Dowling—I would not enter into any undertak- 
ing ot the kind. I am perfectly well able to speak for 
an hour to my own case, if neces«

PLVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE. : 

'Tucnspay Evenixc.—The delightful weather which | 
we were enjoying, and which we believed to rival the 
celebrated Indian summer of Canada and the States, has 
suddenly disappeared. Seldom has the transition in this 
climate from an unusually mild autumn, toa mid-winter 
temperature been so instantancous. We do not think 
that the potatoes which have during the last fortnight 
been so seriously injured by blight, can, as some imagine, 
be benefited by a severe and untimely frost. That this 
crop is turning outa great deal worse than was at all 
anticipated is evident from the present large business 
doing in Indian corn. The sout-west seems to 
have suffered more than any other district in Ireland, 
and therefore Cork and Limerick firms have been large 
importers of this grain. The disease seems spreading 
all over Ireland. Never since that gloomy day when 
the Times announced the understanding or alliance be- 
tween Itussia, Denmark, and France, has the aspect of 
forcizu politics been so threatening as at present. It 
is not, however, the uncertainty of peace being 
maintained that has caused renewed firmness in the 
grain trade, with a positive advance in fine wheats and 
all spring corn. It is becoming more apparent as the 
season advances, that not only has France a harvest 
below the average, but the yield of the wheat crop in 
England is less in quantity and poorer in quality than 
had been countedona month ago. So much is this 
the case, that a great part of the seed wheat is being 
imported from Scotland. 

Barley is also interior this year, and there is a diffi- 
culty in procuring choice malting qualities. Although 
the wheat and barley are of good quality, the crop of 
oats im Scotland is stated to be very far below an ave- 
rage, and deficient in weight. We have heard an esti- 
mate of the quantity short of this grain, but forbear 
mentioning it until we receive further information. 
Meantime, there is a continued demand for Irish oats, 
for Glasgow, Ayrshire, and Dumfries, and considerable 
contracts have been made for immediate shipments rom 
Dublin, Limerick, and Galway. We continue to be very 
well supplied with grain from the ports of the Black 
Sea and the Sea of Azoff, which meet with a ready 
market both here and cross Channel. These imports,, 
however, cannot long continue on this scale. ‘The ports 
of Ta; anrog, Marianopoli, and Berdianski, are usually 
frozen up in December, as well as those on the Danube. 

At Mark-lane, on Monday, wheat closed slowly at 
about the previous week’s prices. Barley breught ex- 
treme rates. Oats met a healthy demand in the face of 
good supplies. At Liverpool, on Tuesday, wheat was 
better, and oats and barley were both dearer. London 
and Glasgow on Wednesday were rather dearer for all 
articles. 

Here, on Tuesday, the supply of grain from the far- 
mers was rather small. Wheat brought 6d. per barrel, 
and oats and barley 3d. to 6d. per barrel ad- 
vance. ‘The market closed with rather an upward ten- 
dency for all articles. We subjoin some of the later 
foreign markets.

FOR THE ENSUING WEEK. 

Conservatory, GREENHOUSE, &c.—The extraordinary 
and sudden change which took place towards the end 
of last weck—the soft, balmy summer weather of the 
preceding portion of the month succeeded in a twinkling 
by smart frost, cold nipping winds and even snow, the 
latter, in parts of the country, in a considerable 
quantity---will, no doubt, have caused much fuss and 
bustie with those who did not anticipate or prepare for 
such a contingeucy, but, lured by the “ smildness of the 
season,” as it iscalled, thought they might leave out 
their plants a while longer, or even still defer the in- 
door preparation for their reception ; while, on the other 
hand, it must be a source of complacency and pleasure 
to all who had their plants securely and snugly place 
in their winter quarters. Some of the earlier camellias 
and chrysanthemums will be opening their flower- 
buds, and, together with Chinese Primroses, will come in 
usefully just now for the decoration of the conservatory. 
Give air plentifully on fine days, opening the lights 
early, but minding to close betimes in the evening, 
severe frosts often, at this season, occurring quite sud- 
denly. Itis a frequent practice, when the houses are 
filled, to place halt-hardy plants, poor specimens, roots, 
&c., under the stages of the greenhouse. Now, this is 
in every way objectionable, and should not be; not only 
is it the werst posgible place for the things themselves, 
as they must be irremediably injured by the exclusion 
of light, and the drip from the plants above causing 
mould and decay and damp, deteriorating the atmosphere 
and injuring, more or less, the health of every plant 
in the house, besides giving it an unsightly, untidy,
